The small swimming pool at the White Rock Baths, like the large 
swimming pool and the Turkish and Medicinal baths, is constructed 
underground, the roof forming the promenade. It is 75 ft. by 25 ft., 
with a minimum depth of 3 ft., and a maximum depth of 7 ft. 9 in. 
The floor of the pool is of reinforced concrete, the walls being of 
mass concrete constructed in average 7 ft. lengths, the lining to 
bottom and sides being of coloured glass mosaic. A series of broad 
steps in the sides at the shallow end is provided for the use of children 
and elderly people. The surrounding bathing deck, which has a 
width of 7 ft. 3 in., is of buff-coloured cubes with a non-slip inset, 
and falls from the pool to a channel at the outer edges. The columns 
are of reinforced concrete 16 in. diameter, faced with 2 in. polished 
terrazzo.

DECONTROL OF HOUSES: A’ REMINDER. 


fq BADERS may be glad to be reminded of the im- 
plications of two sections of the Increase of Rent 
and Mortgages (Restriction) Act, 1938, which will 
shortly become operative. By Section 2 of the Act, 
houses above £35 rateable value in the Metropolitan 
Police district or the City of London, and elsewhere 
£20 (upper class B), controlled before May 26, 1936, 
will become decontrolled from September 29, 1938, 
provided the landlord gives one month’s notice, which 
must not expire earlier than that date, but, in a case 
where part of a dwelling house was controlled im- 
mediately before May 26, but was, on December 6, 
1937, lawfully sublet and occupied, or vacant and to 
let, as a separate dwelling, the rateable value of the 
whole house is to be treated for the purposes of this 
section as not having exceeded the amounts given above, 
if, after subtracting the rateable value of the particular 
part, it would not exceed that part. 


Controlled houses with a rateable value in April, 1931, 
of more than £45 in the Metropolitan Police district 
and above £35 elsewhere were decontrolled by the 
1933 Act, and Section 2 of the present Act deals with 
the control of houses with a rateable value between 
£35 and £45 in the Metropolitan Police district and 
between £20 and £35 elsewhere. Houses of the lower 
Class B—that is, with rateable value not exceeding £35 
in the Metropolitan Police district and the City of 
London, and £20 elsewhere will remain uncontrolled 
until 1942 unless the landlord has obtained actual 
possession and the dwelling has been registered as 
decontrolled. 


By Section 4 of the Act of 1938, landlords of dwelling- 
houses of what are grouped as “ Lower class B,”’ viz., 
those let as separate dwelling-houses immediately 
before May 26, and whose rateable value on April 6, 
1931, is as given above, must, where they claim that 
these houses are decontrolled—that is, that the previous 
Acts no longer apply, before August 26, of this year, 
apply to the Council of the County borough or County 
district in which the houses are situated for registration. 
Houses whose rateable value in the Metropolitan Police 
area and the City of London does not exceed £20, and 
those not exceeding £13 elsewhere, are not affected. 
Under the 1933 Act, the above-mentioned councils 
are under a duty to keep a register of houses duly 
registered, which is open to inspection by the public 
at all reasonable times, and they may issue for a fee of 
ls. a certificate of registration which contains the 
date of registration and is to be regarded only as evi- 
dence of the fact that the particular dwelling-house 
concerned has been registered. 


Registration as above is of extreme importance, as . 


the failure to register may bring the house again within 
_ the provisions of the earlier Rent Restriction Acts, 
that is, the house may be again controlled ; the landlord 
being therefore unable to demand from the tenant 
anything beyond the standard rent. with the statutory 
increment for rates. 


Though it is of some consolation to dilatory landlords 
who have omitted to register to know that the Act 
permits of an application to the County Court, where 
registration has not been effected by August 26, the 
failure will only be remedied where a reasonable excuse 
for the omission can be shown, and it is a matter for 
the Court to decide as to what is reasonable. The 
application to the County Court must be made within 
a year from May 26, 1938, that is, nine months from 
August 26, 1938, and of course, the applicant will be 





mulcted with the costs of his application as some 
punishment for his delay. Should the County Court 
decide that the excess is reasonable, it will so certify, 
and the applicant (the landlord) must then apply for 
registration in the prescribed form within seven 
days of the certification by the County Court. It is 
suggested that illness or absence from the country will 
be regarded as a “‘ reasonable excuse,” but not ignorance 
of the provisions of the Act, for such ignorance excuses 
nobody. Though a landlord may be armed with his 
certificate of registration it must be again pointed out 
that such a certificate is only evidence of registration 
and therefore, as before, the onus, in case of dispute, 
is on the landlord to prove decontrol and not on the 
tenant to prove control. 


THE SCHOOL OF PLANNING AND RESEARCH. 


HEN it was announced a short time ago that the 
Council of the Architectural Association were no 
longer able to carry on the School of Planning and 
Research for National Development, it was hoped by 
all who are seriously concerned with the problems of 
planning that it would not have to close down. | It will 
not. As we are able to announce this week, the Advisory 
Board have made the necessary arrangements to con- 
tinue it under their direction at the premises in Bedford- 
square. It will be noted with satisfaction that Mr. 
E. A. A. Rowse, who has done so much hard and valuable 
work for the School, has agreed to remain as Principal. 


At a time when the problems of planning—local, 
regional and national—become ever more complex; 
when, indeed, planning enters into almost every phase 
of life, the need for such a school becomes increasingly 
obvious. 


We trust that the School of Planning and Research, 
which, notwithstanding the short time of its existence, 
has more than proved its value, may go on from strength 
to strength. There is nothing else quite like it in the 
national economy. 


THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 


ager latest figures for plans passed by local authori- 
ties, for the three months April to June, show | 
that the total figure of estimated cost of buildings is 
11.0 per cent. lower than that for the corresponding 
quarter last year. (Details, with other information, are 
given on page 398.) Moreover, the figures for July, the 
last month for which statistics are available, continue 
the decline, being 4.2 per cent. down on July, 1937. A 
comparison of the Ministry of Labour figures for the 
various classes of building work shows that housing 
activity is falling off, although the most marked drop 
is in the figures for factories and workshops. It is 
expected, however, that Government contracts in con- 
nection with the rearmament programme will help 
matters in that quarter. The figures for churches, 
schools and public buildings are well maintained, and the 
outlook for public works contracting continues 
favourable. 

Despite the somewhat unsatisfactory position of the 
industry generally, it is early yet to talk of a slump. 
The present state may well be compared with the drop 
in the value of plans passed in the middle part of 1937, 
but whether matters will proportionately improve 
between now and the end of the year, as they did in 
1937, remains to be seen. Here, in. any case, is further 
evidence of the need for planned public works, which 
have been so consistently advocated by the Building 
Industries National Council.

Painted Decorations, 
Essex County Hall, Chelmsford. 

Since the great post-war purge of over- 
decoration in buildings, both exterior and 
interior, there has been a_ distinct 
tendency towards bareness, and a vogue 
has sprung up for a hospital-like finish to 
interiors, which inevitably lack interest, 
however good the general proportions 
may be. In many modern buildings, 
especially public offices, space is often 
available for some form of painted or 
sculptured decoration. Frequently the 
district or site of such new buildings is 
of historic interest, and then an oppor- 
tunity occurs for the work of the decora- 
tive artist. Such opportunities to exercise 
their skill are very welcome to our young 
painters and sculptors (there are many 


FOR 
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coming from the schools who need 
émployment). 

A little more co-operation between the 
architect, the painter and the sculptor 
would be to the undoubted advantage of 
many buildings. Cost, it may be said, is 
a preventive, but this is-doubtful when 
one remembers the elaboration of fittings 
and carpets, etc, generally found in 
public buildings.

Fitness Grants 
for Village Halls. 

A MEMORANDUM issued this week -by the 
National Fitness Council for England 
and Wales to the twenty-two Area Fitness 
Committees deals with the basis upon 
which grant-aid under the Physical Train- 
ing and Recreation Act, 1937, will be 
- available for village hall schemes. 

The memorandum points out that the 
National Council of Social Service has, 
either direct or through a Rural Com- 
munity Council, aided schemes for the 
provision of village halls, and that over 
the past few years over 400 of these have 
been provided. It is further stated that 
many of these halls, while admirably

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suited to other uses, do not provide satis- 
factorily for physical training and the 
more active forms of indoor recreation. 

In order to facilitate the building, 
adaptation or improvement of halls in 
which such activities could be carried 
on effectively, the Grants Committee of 
the National Fitness Council for 
England and Wales are prepared to 
recommend grant-aid under the Act 
where, by the addition of such aid to 
that which is obtainable through the 
National Council of Social Senvice, a hall 
could be built which would provide for 
physical training and active forms of 
indoor recreation as well as for other 
purposes. 

The memorandum: recommends that 
where it is intended to apply for a grant 
under the Act towards the capital cost of 
the provision of a new hall, it should 
be designed so that it can serve the pur- 
pose of a gymnasium when used for 
active forms of exercise. 

The National Fitness Council in con- 
sidering grants for village halls works in 
close collaboration with the National 
Council of Social Senvice. All pre- 
liminary inquiries and requests for advice 
should be made in the first instance to the 
National Council of Social Service, 26, 
Bedford-square, London, W.C.1.

Leeds City Square: 
Remodelling Scheme Approved. 

APPROVAL of the Leeds Corporation 
Libraries and Arts Committee’s proposal 
toremodel City-squarehas been expressed 
by Mr. F. L. Charlton, F.R.I.B.A., Presi- 
dent of the West Yorkshire Society of 
Architects.

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COLOUR CONFUSION. 


August 20.—You may or may not 
remember a_ recent issue of _ the 
“Diary ’’ which confined itself solely to 
the question of colour, and, in particu- 
lar, the theory of colour as it affects 
architecture. 

For the benefit of those who did not 
see the issue it might be as well if I 
briefly explain that I put forward the 
suggestion that a range of primary 
colours (not more than twelve in num- 
ber) be the basis of a palette for all 
colour schemes in order to avoid the con- 
fusion which confronts the designer 
when the stock colours of the manufac- 
turer are produced in their hundreds. 


The number of letters received shows 
that I was not alone in this desire to 
arrive at some definite working theory, 
and certain of the letters seem to me to 
be worth the space of publication and 
the repetition of the subject. How to 
present them with any sequence so that 
they create some conclusion is difficult, 
but I will place them according to the 
sequence of their arrival, and the letter 
of J. M. Holmes, who is the authority 
on this subject, and who wrote his letter 
at my request, I will quote last and 
regard as the most important. 

There is, then, nothing much further 
that I can do except, possibly, suggest 
some sort of conclusion and trust that 
the involved business of colour may have 
become a little clearer. 

Here is the first letter, from R. Ingleby 
Smith, the chief architect to the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland :— 

Dear ‘“ Murus,’’—I read your ‘“ Diary ”’ 
with interest every week, and this week I was 
particularly tickled to find that you had 
been struggling with ‘‘ the wretched business 
of colours.”’ I have been doing exactly the 
same. As you can imagine, my job is largely 
administrative, but every now and again 
special points crop up in connection with 
particular subjects, and one which has done 
so from time to time is that of colour. I 
had been giving the matter considerable 
thought. in the endeavour to find some simple 
grouping which I could carry readily in my 
mind. I receive from time to time a bi- 
monthly magazine called ‘‘ Paint.’’ I don’t 
know whether this happens to be the book 
mentioned by you, but in volume No. 9, 
page 6, there is an article called ‘‘ Colour in 
Interior Decoration,’’ being a thesis recently 
submitted by Mr. A. E. Hurst, of the com- 
pany concerned. In this thesis he mentions 
that ‘‘too much importance cannot be 
attached to Rood’s theory of the natural order 
of colours.”” Sad am I to say that I never 
heard before of Rood or his theory. Have 
you? Can you tell me where I can obtain 
further information on this point? If so, 
I shall be very glad. I would like to be in 
the position. Mr. Hurst speaks of in the 
paragraph where ‘he says: ‘‘ We are looking 


at certain effects and we wonder why they ' 
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are so hideous until we mentally refer to 
Rood’s table and 
reason.”’ It sounds, therefore, as though this 
was a very useful thing to have stored in the 
corner of one’s mind in regard to this 
‘* wretched science of colours,’’ and I should 
appreciate your assistance in this matter.— 
ours very truly. 


Well, in the first place, the magazine 


~- mentioned by Mr. Ingleby Smith and the 


firm I discussed were not those he men- 
tioned in his letter. As for the rest of the 
letter, it is best replied to by one from 
Mr. A. E. Hurst :— 


Dear Sir,—H. Barrett Carpenter in his 
book ‘‘ Colour ’’ (Batsford) sets out O. N. 
Rood’s table of the natural order of colours 
as deduced from the spectrum. Briefly, this 
shows yellow as the colour nearest to white 
light, and violet as the colour nearest to black 
(absence of light), it being possible to travel 
from light to dark by two ways, through 
orange, red, etc., or through green, blue, etc., 
the colours progressively deepening in tone as 
they move from yellow to violet. 

This theory, of course, is now well known, 
and is ideally demonstrated in the colour 
circle (though experts do not yet agree on 
the number or proportion of the divisions, 
Mr. Carpenter showing fourteen unequal divi- 
sions whilst Mr. Holmes favours twelve equal 
portions). The point I wished to make in my 
article was that when this natural order of 
tone values is reversed discords are produced 
which need to be very carefully handled to 
be used successfully. You will have learnt 
all this, of course, from Mr. Holmes, and I 
therefore need not pursue the point further. 


I was very interested to read your article 
on ‘‘ Colour,’’ and especially of your attempt 
to apply Mr. Holmes’s theory to practical 
working conditions. Personally, I feel that 
twelve primaries are hardly a practical work- 
ing ‘‘ palette’’ yet for general use among 
the painters and decorators, because the 
theory is not universally understood and is 
practised only by a comparative few. Its 
chief value, I think, is in designing colour 
schemes rather than actually executing them. 

When an architect or interior decorator, 
working with this limited palette, produces a 
colour scheme in which there are a range of 
subtle related hues obtained by the inter- 
mixture of two or more primaries, he natur- 
ally wants his scheme carried out faithfully 
on the actual job by the painter. It is not 
essential, however, that the painter should 
use the identical primaries which the de- 
signer used to obtain the required colours 
(though, of course, it would greatly facilitate 
matters if he did), because a competent crafts- 
man will match up fairly accurately practic- 
ally any shade submitted to him, using the 
pigments to which he is accustomed. i say 
‘“‘ fairly accurately ’’ advisedly, for allowance 
must be made for the variation caused by the 
use of different media, it being utterly im- 
possible, for instance, to obtain an absolute 
match to a matt poster colour with a gloss 
paint, even when identical pigments are used 
in each case. Paint manufacturers are con- 
stantly being asked to match up. special 
shades in this way. 

It is disheartening, to learn of the lack of 
interest shown by architects in the scheme 
mentioned in your article, and this attitude 
partly explains the reluctance of manufac- 
turers to take up anything not having 
universal appeal. 


So much for the manufacturers’ point 
of view, which I will leave for Holmes 
to discuss in his letter. The point that I 
cannot agree with is this matching up of 
colours: with different pigments. I fail 
to see, if such colours are reasonably 
neutral, how the parent colours can be 
brought out if they do not exist in the 
base. For instance, if I use orange and 
black and white to produce a “ buff” 
colour—the admixture of pure orange in 
small patches will bring out the latent 
orange in the buff. Therefore, the orange 
must exist. 
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Mr. D. J. Cadwallader, of Birmingham, 
writes :— 

Dear ‘‘ Murus,”—I was particularly inter. 
ested in your ‘“‘ Diary” for July 18, ang 
the ‘‘ Science of Colour.”’ It seems to me that 
what is needed is a series of colour charts to 
which designers and craftsmen could refer 
with certainty. 

For this purpose the Ostwald system scems 
to offer many advantages, the colours being 
designated by three figures—the percentage 
of white, the percentage of black, and the 
distance round the chromatic circle. Ostwald 
has suggested charts of a limited number of 
colours at equal distances apart, there being 
eight different percentages of white and black 
and twenty-four standards of hue. 

The ideas of Holmes are very interesting, 
but his colour circle (like all traditional 
circles) suffers from a very important defect 
when compared with what is claimed to be 
the more scientific circle of Professor Ostwald, 





It will be seen that half of Holmes’s circle 
is of purple colours, whereas Ostwald’s circle 
has only a quarter of purple, the rest of his 
circle being stretched out in the region of 
turquoise and green colours. The result being 
that, according to Holmes, any reasonable 
architectural colour has a violet, heliotrope 
or purple contrast, which, in my opinion, 
restricts its use considerably. 

You will find a long description -of the 
Ostwald system in a little book published by 
the Dryad Press, ‘‘ A Handbook of Colour,” 
by Judson. 

Dryad Handicrafts publish a set of eight 
booklets, 8in. by 6in., at 8d. each, of Ost- 
wald coloured paper, which I find particularly 
useful as a chart. 

I think the whole matter is one for the 
British Colour Council or the B.S.I. 


This is the letter from J. M. Holmes :— 


Professor O. N. Rood, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, carried out experiments in colour 
relationship which were largely responsible for 
the Pointellist theory in painting. Ostwald’s 
work is admirable in that it establishes a 
scientific method of standardising certain 
colours and their monochromes. The Ostwald 
colours so standardised are not suitable for 
design, because they are selected by the 
spinning disc of Rood or by analogous experi- 
ments and are not based upon the “ after 
image’’ or upon the mixture of pigments. 
This is the reason why purple colours are 
restricted to one quarter of the Ostwald circle 
and why any colour scheme built with 
Ostwald colours tends to be cold. Study of 
his work as distinct from the writings of those 
who ‘‘explain’’ his views shows that it is 
not design relationship but standardisation - 
which he seeks. The colours which he pro- 
poses to standardise are not, however, com- 
prehensive and his colour circle is mislead- 
ing for design purposes. * 

With regard to the practical use of theory. 
If the paint manufacturer, with his ready- 
mixed paints, usurps the function of the 
colour designer, as at present, then the 
responsibility for colour relationship falls 
upon him. Up to the present he has shown 
no signs of comprehending that responsibility. 
The colours he supplies are the result of 
esthetically haphazard and _ individualist 
whimsy, and vary from year to year. More 
over, the colours of one firm will not mix 
chemically with the colours of another, while 
the chemical formula of the medium is the 
secret of the firm. The architect anc the 
painter and decorator are the victims. The

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ition becomeg increasingly difficult each 
ear owing to chemical research in connec- 
tion with new media. The patent paint is 
somewhat similar to the patent medicine. 
Years ago the doctor insisted that the formula 
in the latter case should be made known. 
The architect might well demand similar 
public information about the patent paint. 

In ‘‘Colour in Interior Decoration,’’ some six 
ears ago &@ plea was made for the supply 
. the paint firms of 12 pure primary colours 
in known media, so that the colour designer 
migh: himself produce comprehensive mix- 
tures. With the exception of one firm which 
made a gesture in this direction the plea was 
ignored. 

If the architect and the decorator realised 
that their difficulties with colour are to a 
large extent based upon the secret formula 
and the ignorant presumption of the paint 
manufacturers to choose a limited range of 
colours for them each year, then surely the 
architect and the painter would rise in their 
wrath and—do something about it! 

Out of all this series of conflicting 
views it is difficult for me to give any 
ruling, because I do not happen to be an 
expert on the subject. 

When I was at the A.A., Holmes was 
(and still is) lecturer on the subject, and 
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I can at least vouch for the enormous help 
which his theory gave to students. It is 
most practical, and I have found that to 
apply it to actual jobs proves it to be a 
great improvement over the more hap- 
hazard method which the manufacturers 
indulge in. So far as concerns the remark 
that the circle which Holmes has created 
produces too many purples, I can under- 
stand what the author of the letter is 
driving at, but do not agree with it. To 
avoid this is a comparatively simple 
matter after a certain practice, and I find 
the danger to be more concerned with the 
tendency to use too many colours and not 
sufficient black and white. I guarantee 
to produce a very varied effect with one 
colour and its complement plus black and 
white; what is more important, I guar- 
antee the painter on the job to match my 
sample colours perfectly provided the 
black is really black and does not contain 
a percentage of blue, and that my brushes 
were scrupulously clean when mixing 


the colours. 


A FLYING VISIT TO AMERICA AND 
NEW YORK 


By STEPHEN WILKINSON, A.F.C., 


Every architect should make it his 
duty to visit New York, even if only for 
a brief stay of about four or five days. 
This is now made possible by means of 
the Cunard liners to and from this 
country. Too little is known about the 
colossal beauty of New York’s majestic 
structures. In this country there is a 
popular impression that the skyscrapers 
are famous only on account of their size, 
and that any attempt at design or archi- 
tecture is sadly missing, the buildings 
being mere “ boxes of bricks.” 


Half an hour in this ‘‘ Wonder City of 


the World” will suffice to remove all 
such ideas. New York has some hundred 
or more of these skyscrapers, and the 
view from the Hudson of the water front 
is magnificent. Bartholdi’s Statue of 
Liberty is dwarfed into insignificance, 
and, after all, is only some 300 ft. in 


height, whereas 1,000 ft. seems to be the’ 


accepted height for the New York build- 
ings of recent, years. 

On arrival one is almost immediately 
in Fifth-avenue—the avenue of New 
York—where the fashionable parade con- 
tinues all the year round. regardless of 
climatic conditions, and we are sur- 
rounded on all sides by the world-famous 
skyscrapers. : 

These buildings are magnificently 
designed, proportioned and all to scale 
with their immediate surroundings. The 
sculpture and mural treatment is some- 
thing to wonder at, and after one has to 
a certain degree become used to gazing 
in wonderment one begins to appreciate 
the amount of skill exercised in obtain- 
ing correct proportions of the features on 
the elevations. Many of the features are 
over 40 ft. in height, and in order to 
obtain the right effect a certain amount 
of distortion has been resorted to in 
carrying out the designs. 

A sculptor who has worked on several 
of the largest structures explained to me 
that it was only by means of continued 
experiment,in deep cutting and distorted 
dimensions that he was able at length to 
get the right effect. It must be remem- 
bered that onlookers are gazing almost 
vertically fromthe limited distance in

the street below, and their lines of vision 
are, to say the least, extraordinary. 
Experience has, however, overcome all 
-these difficulties, and the effect is 
magnificent. The Empire State Building 
—the world’s highest structure—over 
1,200 ft. high; the Chrysler Buildings, 
over 1,000 ft.; the Paramount Building 
and New York Life Building (which was 
awarded the prize for being the most 
beautiful building in the Fifth-avenue 
district) are all more than worth the visit 
to New York. Then there are the Rocke- 
feller Centre Buildings, famous the world 
over, with their sunken garden and plaza 
in the centre, a bold conception in super- 
modernistic design and _ construction, 
with a gorgeous Prometheus fountain 
making a most attractive garden relief 
on Fifth-avenue. 

The largest theatre in the world is to 
be found in the Radio City, having seat- 
ing capacity for 6,000. In my opinion, 
this theatre is not so beautiful as the 
Roxy Music Hall. 

The doorways to all these huge struc- 
tures are so beautifully designed and in 
scale and such masterpieces of modern 
art that I inquired if it were not possible 
to obtain photos or booklets showing 
them in more detail, but I was informed 
that no such publication was available. 
The bookseller told me that he had 
repeatedly been asked the same question 
and was surprised that the New York 
architects had not taken the hint and 
issued a‘series of their famous works. 
Photographs, however, cannot do justice 
to these buildings, and the only way to 
get a correct impression is by a personal 
visit. Yet another commanding structure 
—of a different type—is the Grand 
Central Terminal of three railways into 
New York. Here, we are told, a train 
leaves and arrives every second. The 
building is carried out in marble slabbing 
in exquisite taste, and is the acme of 
convenience in planning for such a 
building. 

In the Rockefeller Centre is placed the 
National Broadcasting Company’s head- 
quarters, with its studios and all requisite 
plant, admirably planned and rendered 


soundproof and in very latest of 
materials. The studios themselves are 
suspended and otherwise supported to 
form an isolated box in the main struc- 
ture—very much on the lines of a 
thermos flask. This is: the first building 
I have been in which no use is made of 
external light. There are no windows 
and the entire place is illuminated by 
electricity, and the whole is “ air-condi- 
tioned.” This is a very popular phrase 
in America, and more than necessary in 
the months of June, July and August, 
when the heat is intense. 

Of the night effect by electric lighting 
a magnificent view can be had from the 
Empire State Building, and it is an 
exciting experience to take a drive 
through Times-square’ and Broadway, 
where the largest illuminated sign in the 
world can be seen, together with the rest 
of the theatrical signs and  advertise- 
ments, which make a truly remarkable 
show. 

With regard to construction we were 
shown a building about twenty storeys 
in height, filling an island site, which 
was completed in six months, and is 
quoted as a record in rapidity of con- 
struction. 

The visitor should return via Boston, 
with its magnificent harbour entrance. 
Boston has numerous historical build- 
ings, many being of wood—very harmoni- 
ous, well designed and of great age. 
Harvard College should also be visited, 
and the architect will return to this 
country more than satisfied and with an 
increased fund of knowledge both of 
design and construction.

Quantity Surveyors. 

Srr,—It was with great regret that I 
saw the suggestion of Mr. W. Trevor Jones 
in your last issue that a Society of 
Quantity Surveyors should be formed. 

If some new special occupation were 
involved, for which no existing organisa- 
tion appeared suitable, I could under- 
stand the suggestion, but in the case of 
the quantity surveyors, whose Association ° 
was absorbed by the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution, I am at a loss—the more so 
seeing that Mr. Jones is fully aware of — 
the history. 

The suggestion is quite contrary to the 
modern trend, which seeks amalgama- 
tion wherever possible and in several 
cases has effected it. ; 

I would suggest that, before. proceeding 
further, Mr. Jones should discuss the 
matter with the Secretary of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution. 

The refusal of a charter-to the Associa- 
tion of Municipal and County Engineers 
by the Privy Council on the ground that 
it is distinguished from the Institution 
of Civil Engineers not so much by the 
class of work performed as by the bodies 
who employ them, shows that there could 
be no hope of a new Association of 
Quantity Surveyors obtaining a charter. 

Anyone who seeks to found a new 
society performs a singular disservice to 
humanity, unless he has exhausfed every 
effort of incorporation with an existing 
one. 

I would like to add that Mr. J. M. 
Theobald, who occupied last year the pre- 
sidential chair of the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Institution, is an eminent quantity 
surveyor.

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THE I3TH-CENTURY LADY CHAPEL 
AT WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


By J. G. NOPPEN, F.S.A. 


Tue foundation stone of the first Lady 
Chapel of Westminster Abbey was laid by 
the young King Henry III. on the vigil 
of Pentecost in the year 1220, William 
Humez being then the abbot ('). On the 
following day, Henry was crowned in the 
abbey church, and he gave the golden 
spurs, which had been made for the occa- 
sion, towards the cost of the work. An 
account of the spiritual benefits offered to 
all contributors may be found in a paper 
by the late H. F. Westlake in Archzologia 
lzix, and for the consideration of problems 
connected with the history of the chapel 
see also the late W. R. Lethaby in West- 
minster Abbey and the King’s Craftsmen 
(1906), and in The Builder (1924). 

In this essay it is proposed to reconsider 
the architectural history of the chapel in 
the light of important new evidence. In 
1906, Lethaby quoted an extract from 
Sharpe’s MS. Calendar of Close Rolls, 
dated June 6, 1256, referring to the gift 
of the roof timbers and lead of the Lady 
Chapel at Westminster to the College of 
St. Martin-le-Grand, and stating that the 
said chapel’s roof is to be rebuilt in 
stone. Unfortunately, Shanpe’s extract 
is incomplete and a little inaccurate, and 
has, in consequence, misled those who 
have made use of it, and confused the 
whole question owing to the impossibility 
of reconciling it with other evidence. No 
one seems to have troubled to consult the 
original document, and the present writer 
did not do so until he had read the entry 
in the recently published Calendar, in 
which it appears on page 314. 

Sharpe’s Calendar has the following: 
** London: Chapel of St. Mary at St. 
Martin’s. The roof, lead, beams, etc., of 
the Chapel of St. Mary, Westminster, 
which is to be taken down and built in 
stone.” 

The full and correct text may be trans- 
lated as follows :— 

** Concerning a roof given to the fabric 
of the Chapel of St. Mary at St. Martin’s, 
London: The King wishes that the roof 
of the Chapel of St. Mary to the east of 
the new work of the west monastery 
should be pulled down, and the stonework 
(opus lapideum) of the same chapel pro- 
portionately raised in similarity to the 
aforesaid new work, and the King has 
given the roof and the lead of the afore- 
said chapel, with the beams and other 
timbers of the same roof, to the new 
Chapel of St. Mary begun at St. Martin- 
the-Great, London. And it is ordered that 
Edward of Westminster and Master John 
of Gloucester, King’s Mason, shall have 
that roof taken down, the quicker the 
better, and have it delivered with the 
aforesaid appurtenances to Wibert de 
Kane’ and to Master Thomas of Wantham, 
canons of the Church of St. Martin-the- 
Great of the-same place, for the fabric 
of the aforesaid chapel there by gift of the 
King.” 

It will at once be seen that it is not a 
timber roof that is to be rebuilt in stone, 
as Sharpe’s extract led all students to 
believe; but a_roof that is to be taken 
down and given away, and the stonework 
of the chapel itself afterwards raised. 
The chapel having been built in the 
English manner of c. 1220-40, the stone- 
work is further to be made to conform in 
character and proportions to the great

church recently erected in the style of the 
Isle de France. It is also clear that the 
Lady Chapel stood to the east of the new 
church, and had not yet been attached to 
it, owing, no doubt, to difficulties caused 
by its smaller scale (7). 

There is an interesting reference to the 
chapel in the Close Roll, dated July 5, 
1244. It is an order for the making of 
‘an altar of St. Adrian over the vault in 
the new Chapel of St. Mary at West- 
minster, and glass windows convenient 
for the same altar and for the altar of 
St. Michael there.” Mr. Westlake (loc. 
cit) said, “‘ if the Close Roll entry of 1256 
had not been in existence, one would defi- 
nitely assume that the chapel had a vault 
in 1244”’; and now, having the full text 
of that entry as a guide, it may be agreed 
that there was, indeed, a vault. There 
is nothing in the 1256 entry to deny the

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existence of a vault, and the record of 


1244 is unambiguous. The altar of St. 


Adrian is described as super voltam in 
nova capella Beate Marie Westmonasterii, 

We may now consider what the 1256 
entry, when studied together with all 
other evidence, implies. Lethaby thought 
that the 1220 Lady Chapel would have 
been unsuitable for incorporation with 
the great new church, and that it might 
have been rebuilt. Had he known the 
correct text, it is certain that he would 
have regarded it as convincing, especially 
as there is evidence still existing in the 
fabric itself to support it. 

The older chapel was almost entirely 
destroyed when Henry VII. began his 
great building; but there remains a part 
of the masonry belonging to the junction 
of the old chapel and the church. It is 
mainly hidden by later work, but access 
has been gained from the south-east 
chapel of the chevet to a continuation 
eastward of the passage which runs below 
the chapel windows. This interesting sec- 
tion of the passage was actually in the 
first bay of the old Lady Chapel, and 
there is enough detail left to show that

One of the arches at the east end of the triforium of Westminster Abbey Church which 

formerly opened into a chamber above the entrance bay of the 1256 Lady Chapel. The 

chamber may have contained the altars of St. Adrian and St. Michael, which certainly 

occupied a similar position above the 1220 Lady Chapel. When Henry VII's chapel was 

erected, with its big west window, the chamber was not rebuilt, and the arches opening 
into it from the triforium were necessarily filled. 
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the bay was a straight one, running east 
and west, similar in _ architectural 
character to the polygonal chapels of the 
chevet. There is no break in the masonry 
between the straight bay and the adjoin- 
ing chapel. 

Mr. Westlake thought that the bay was 
a connecting vestibule between the 
church and the old chapel ibuilt between 
1220 and 1245; but this theory was never 
wholly satisfactory. Such a bay would 
have been a most awkward link between 
two buildings so utterly different in scale 
and design. 

Neale and Brayley state that when the 
renovation of the Chapel of Henry VII. 
was in hand during the early years of last 
century, ‘‘ many fragments of the ancient 
Chapel of St. Mary were found among 
the rubble . . . among them were some 
pases and capitals of columns of Reigate 
and Purbeck stone, wrought in a similar 
style to those of the abbey church.”” That 
is to say, they were of Henry III.’s work, 
c. 1256, and not of the chapel of 1220-45. 


We now know that until 1256 the Lady 
Chapel was a detached building, lying to 
the east not only of the Confessor’s 
church, but of the new structure, and it 
must, therefore, have been planned as 
part of a general rebuilding and exten- 
sion of the Confessor’s eastern arm, which 
had been projected by the monks in 1220, 
or earlier. As I suggested in 1926 (*), the 
scheme would be similar to that carried 
out at Winchester, and at numerous other 
churches in the first half of the thirteenth 
century. This view is supported by the 
words of a Papal Bull, of which a copy is 
preserved at the abbey. It refers to the 
“church of the abbot and convent of 
Westminster which was consumed with 
excessive age, and which they began to 
repair in a far too sumptuous way, nor 
were able to finish it properly.” As is 
well known, Henry III. settled the matter 
by undertaking to rebuild the whole 
church. 


It may be-. admitted, as Lethaby 
thought, that it would have been “ next 
to impossible ” for a chapel forming part 
of such a scheme to be right as to “ level, 
axis, scale and plan” for incorporation 
in the King’s greater project, and “ the 
junction with regard to heights ” would 
truly have been difficult. In fact, the 
1256 entry suggests that heights were the 
chief cause of the action eventually taken. 


At first, there may have been some idea 
of merely heightening the walls and en- 
larging the windows. Henry liked big 
windows; but two facts point to a com- 
plete rebuilding being what was eventu- 
ally done; they are (1) the complete cor- 
respondence of the architecture of the 
chapel with that of the church. This 
could only have been achieved by entire 
reconstruction; (2) the existence under 
the pavement of the apse of King Henry 
VII’s chapel of masonry belonging to 
an older building with a three-sided east 
end. It was discovered in 1875, and in 
his article in The Builder, Lethaby quoted 
a statement by Mr. G. E. Wright, brother 
of the late Thomas Wright, Clerk-of- 
Works, who was present on the occasion. 
The masonry belonged to a wall three 
feet thick, and it was thought that the 
stones had previously been used in the 
Confessor’s church. A three-sided eastern 
apse would have suited a building in 
harmony with the church; but the 1220 
Lady Chapel:would almost certainly have 
had a Square end, and, moreover, would 
hardly have extended so far east.

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The progress of the Lady Chapel, as 
indicated by the evidence, appears to 
have run as follows. In 1234 it was ready 
to be roofed, and the King gave twenty 
oaks in Tonbridge forest towards the 
work (*). Glazing was being done in 1240 
when the King presented a window (°). 
The chapel was in use—though perhaps 
not quite finished—in 1243, in which year 
the King gave a silver gilt censer for use 
there (°). In 1244, as we have seen, an 
altar of St. Adrian was being erected 
‘above the vault,” and windows put in 
to light it, and, in 1245, the King gave £10 
for works at the chapel, which may have 
been towards the cost of that altar (’). 
Such details as stalls and screens may 
also have been in hand. In 1246, Abbot 
Berking was buried in the chapel, and 
we may believe that it was then complete. 


The scheme for the enlargement of the - 


Confessor’s church, which is _ possibly 
indicated by the Papal Bull, had by this 
time given way to the rebuilding put in 
hand by the King. 


Master Henry, the first chief master of 
the new church, appears to have left the 
Lady Chapel alone. He planned his 
eastern arm to leave it isolated; but made 
no attempt to incorporate it. Possibly he 
urged its reconstruction; but was unable 
to obtain a decision from the King. It 
would have been typical of Henry III to 
put off the question whilst he was at so 
much expense on account of the main 
building. Money was sometimes hard to 
get. In 1256, however, when the eastern 
arm was otherwise complete, he issued 
his instructions. Although he realised 
that the chapel was unsuitable for incor- 
poration in the new work, he seems first 
to have instructed his master mason to 
see what could be done by means of 
alterations. Investigation probably 
showed that it would be better and little 
more costly to rebuild, if the chapel were 
to be in proportion to and in harmony 


. with the church. Henry was presently 


able to allot the large sum of £360 odd 
a year to the abbey works, which he re- 
ceived from Alicia de Lacy (°), as well as 
other sums. In 1258 he gave a bond to 
Master Peter of Spain fot £80 for two 
“tables *” for the chapel, in which he 
had always displayed a keen interest. 
Master John of Gloucester may be ac- 
cepted as the builder of the chapel, and 
it was doubtless finished before his death 
in 1261. It must have been a building 
of great architectural interest and im- 
portance, conforming in scale and design 
to the church, but impressed with the 
individuality of the master mason. 


In height, it probably agreed on the 
exterior with the triforium of the church; 
but the vestibule bay may have been 
vaulted at a lower level. The late Profes- 
sor Lethaby showed that this bay had 
almost certainly been floored at triforium 
level, and in the upper storey thus 
formed would be the altars of St. Adrian 
and St. Michael, as in the older chapel. 
The vestibule bay, a rectangular edition 
of the adjoining polygonal chapels, 
vaulted at the same height, must have 
made a noble entrance to the tall chapel 
beyond. 


If there were no documentary evidence, 
that which is provided by the fabric 
would indicate that the Lady Chapel had 
been an integra] part of the work of King 
Henry III, and now we have. the correct 
text of the 1256 Close Roll entry there

can be no doubt as to the reading of the 
facts. 


As rebuilt by Master John, the chapel 
seems to have been thought adequate for 
250 years, until, in fact, Henry VII con- 
ceived the idea of a building that should 
not be a mere Lady Chapel; but a royal 
tomb chapel with a saint king enshrined 
at its eastern end. The saint king was to 
be Henry VI, but his canonisation was 
not effected, and he remains at Windsor. 
Had the new chapel of Henry VII been 
a less noble structure than it is it would 
have been hard to forgive him for what 
he destroyed. 


Finally, I would point out that Lethaby 
alone of those who have studied the 
problem of the Lady Chapel saw through 
the fog in which Sharpe had unwittingly 
enveloped it. In a letter to me, dated 
August 6, 1925, on the problem, he said: 
“I doubt if the data available for the 
Lady Chapel are sufficient to allow of its 
being carried much further until some 
additional fact turns up.” That fact is 
contained in the full text of the Close 
Roll entry for 1256, and adequately con- 
firms what Lethaby had concluded on 
architectural grounds, as well as what he 
had suspected from the evidence of the 
Close Roll. However, neither Mr. West- 
lake, nor the editors of the Inventory, 
published by the Historical Monuments 
Commission, favoured his theory, and put 
forward alternatives of a highly conjec- 
tural nature which are no longer tenable. 


The documentary evidence that the 
King ordered the chapel to be made to 
conform in scale and form to the new 
church, and the proof offered by the 
fabric itself that it did so conform, is 
convincing, and I feel that there is no 
longer any room for doubt. 


Furthermore, I suggest that the lack of 
any break in the masonry points to 
Master Henry, the first chief mason, hav- 
ing always clung to the hope that he 
would be allowed to build a new chapel. 
John of Gloucester continued, with ulti- 
mate success, to urge the matter. 


Architecturally, the chapel would have 
formed an interesting link between the 
work of Master Henry, on the eastern 
arm and transepts, and that of Robert of 
Beverley, on those bays of the nave which 
contain the choir. As it is gone, we have 
no part of the Abbey which was built by 
Master John; but it is satisfactory to 
know that he made such an important 
contribution. 


I may add an interesting note, made 
by Lethaby on October 9, 1897, and now 
in my possession. ‘“ Wright (the older 
Wright who was then Clerk-of-Works) 
tells me that most of the early English 
fragments were walled up in the north 
transept (i.e. re-used in 1245 and follow- 
ing years).”’ This is of particular interest. 
Lethaby adds no comment; but it seems 
that the monks must have begun their 
alterations to the eastern arm which were 
to link the church and the 1220 Lady 
Chapel, and the fragments must have 
come from those altered parts which 
would have been at once destroyed when 
Henry III’s new church was begun in 
1245. They belonged, in fact, to that 
work which the monks had begun in a 
“too sumptuous way, nor were able to 
finish it properly.” This is quite certain, 
because there is nowhere else for them to 
have come from, seeing that the Lady 
Chapel was not destroyed until years 
after the transept was finished. They 
were removed from the transept wall dur- 
ing the comprehensive “ restoration,” 
which was completed by Pearson in 1892.

IMPROVEMENTS, EXETER_ 


THE Great Western Railway Company 
announce a comprehensive scheme of 
improvements at St. David’s Station, 
Exeter.

Tuberculosis Hospitals, Dublin. 

We understand that a jury of Dublin 
architects has been appointed by the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to conduct competitions 
for the planning of three tuberculosis 
hospitals in the city, at a total cost of 
more than £600,000. The jury consists 
of Mr. Harry Allberry, F.R.I.A./.; 
A.R.I.B.A.; Mr. Ralph Byrne, F.R.1.A.1.; 
and Mr. Vineent . Kelly, B.Arc:., 
F.R.I.A.I., F.R.I.B.A., with Dr. Walsh, 
of -Crooksling Sanatorium, as medical 
adviser. The hospitals are: A_ large 
chest hospital (to be erected in the 
city), and two new tuberculosis hospitals 
replacing Crooksling and the Pigeon 
House. The latter are to be erected om 
sites on the north-west side of the ciiy. 
Each will cost over £200,000. The condi- 
tions of competition for one. of these 
hospitals have been. completed and are 
under consideration by the Minister. The 
announcement of the competitions will be 
made at an early date.

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Tue new Lido at Parliament Hill 
Fields is one of the largest the 
London County Council has con- 
structed. The bath enclosure covers 
an area of about 24 acres. The 
swimming pool, which is lined with 
blue glazed brickwork, is 200 ft. by 
90 ft., the water being 2 ft. 6 in. deep 
at the shallow end and 9 ft. 6in. at 
the outlet pipe at the deep end. The 
main entrance for bathing faces 
Gordon House-road, and a separate 
entrance for spectators is provided 
on the north-west side of the pool, 
giving direct access to the specta- 
tors’ terraces. 

Provision has been made for 178 
cubicles and 1,072 lockers. The 
cubicles are constructed with joint- 
less, glazed walls, and self-opening 
flush doors. In addition there are 
two. large store rooms for clothes 
baskets. 

Foot and shower baths are pro- 
vided. Access to the pool itself can 
only be obtained through the wad- 
ing pools on either side of the at- 
tendants’ observation room. Pro- 
vision is made for issuing towels 
and bathing costumes. 

The swimming pool surround is 
paved with buff, hand-made, pre- 
cast paving slabs. The bath has a 
5-metre diving-board, 3-metre fixed 
and spring boards and 1-metre fixed 
and spring boards as well as an 
ordinary spring diving-board and 
chutes for adults and children. The 
other buildings for service purposes 
consist of ambulance and committee 
room, staff mess room, filter house 
and stores. 

The café, which is on the north 
side of the bath, measures 60 ft. by 
22ft. 6in., and has a_ servery, 
kitchen, etce., with provision for 
heating of water and cooking by 
electricity. 

The filtration and sterilisation of 
the water in the pool has been car-

ried out by the Permutit Co., Ltd. 
The entire contents of the pool, 
which has a capacity of 650,000 gal- 
lons, can be passed through the 
filters in five hours. The plant, 
as regards pumps, motors and 
strainers, is of dual capacity, to 
enable each pump to be worked in- 
dependently when bathing is slack. 
The water is wrated by passing it 
over an ornamental] cascade and is 
returned to the swimming pool by 
a number of special inlet spreaders. 

A special trough has been fitted 
along the whole width at the deep 
end. This trough is designed to 





effect the continuous withdrawal of 
the top water, down to a depth of 
12 inches, and is connected to the 
main section of the purification 
plant. 

The whole of the work has been 
carried out from plans prepared in 
the Parks Department of the Lon- 
don County Council and under the 
supervision of the Chief Officer of 
the Parks Department. The total 
cost of the work, including filtration 
plant, is approximately £34,000.

In the new terminal building at 
Ipswich Airport is found a new de- 
velopment in the design of airport 
buildings. Messrs. Robert Hening 
and Anthony M. Chitty, A.R.1.B.A., 
the architects, have here worked in 
close collaboration with Mr. Whit- 
ney Straight and produced a plan 
which can be indefinitely ex- 
panded (possibly in five years’ 
time and possibly again in ten 
years’ time) to meet the increasing 
demands of civil aviation. Aero 
club premises, public accommoda- 
tion and administrative offices can 
each be extended, altered or added 
to in a vertical or in a horizontal 
direction according to the imme- 
diate requirements. This is made 
possible by a standard grid bay plan 
and a construction of light steel- 
work, brick walls and slender parti- 
tions, all of which are easily adapt- 
able to alterations without affecting 
the main structure. 

In spite of this great flexibility 
the building is designed to be a 
complete architectural unit, even in 
its present preliminary state. 

In the public section there is a 
snack bar, other catering facilities 
and a fine view out over the flying- 
field. In the club section there are 
squash courts and changing rooms, 
a bar, a lounge and dining room 
(with a fine dance floor) which can 
be thrown into one large room, 75 ft. 
long, for dinners and dances. There 
are terraces outside the building 
for watching air-displays, and large 
accommodation for cars. 

Pian.—The building is planned to 
work in three sections: in the 


centre, the space for the public 
with snack bar, seating accommo- 
dation, with a view over the flying- 
field, lavatory accommodation, in- 
formation counter, telephones, etc. 
This section of the building deals 
with airline passengers, sightseers 
and joyriding. 

To one side of this is the admini- 
strative section, which contains 
offices, first-aid room, and manager’s 
room looking on to the flying-field. 
To the other side lie the club 
premises, consisting of dining room 
and lounge, club bar, staff room, 
kitchen and larder, and behind 
these changing rooms and squash 
courts. These rooms are planned 
so that they can be extended in the 
future, both upwards and outwards, 
more or less indefinitely. 

The administrative section will 
extend towards the hangar with 
further offices and_ instructors’ 
rooms and will join on to the fly- 
ing-school, which will fill the space 
between the present building and 
the hangar. 

Behind the club section there will 
be a sporting and social section in 
the future, which will be the sport- 
ing centre of Ipswich and will in- 
clude swimming pool, lawns, run- 
ning tracks, restaurants and tea 
rooms, library and rest rooms, etc. 

There are also large spaces for 
public and club car parking and 
service roads to the hangar. 


Construction:

COMPETITION FOR DESIGN OF SMALL HOUSES, 


THE assessors’ award in the 
architectural competition for 20 
houses on the Kingston By-pass, 
New Malden, Surrey, promoted by 
Messrs. Wates, Ltd., is given under 
“Competition News,” page 376. 
Their report is as follows :— 

“The response to the invitation 
to submit designs in the above 
competition was wery good indeed. 
Approximately 170 designs were 
received, several of them of a high 
standard. Many competitors, how- 
éver, who produced designs of great 
merit, failed to visualise in the 
least the mode of life or the taste 
of the persons to whom the houses 
would have to be sold, and ignored 
the second clause of the general 
considerations in the conditions, 
which read as follows :— 

***It should be noted that the 
houses are primarily to be built for 
sale and that the designs are to be 
a study of the factors which should 
make the scheme a financial 
success.’ 

“The competition was promoted 
with the object of affording the 
architectural profession an oppor- 
tunity of collaborating with a firm 
of builders in producing a type of 
small house which would represent 
an advance on the contemporary 
standard cf ‘ speculative ’ design. - 


THE BUILDER 


‘In general, the assessors feel 
that complete success has not been 
achieved, and they are, therefore, 
disappointed that a competition so 
widely advertised should not have 
proved more conclusively the use- 
fulness of the architectural profes- 
sion to the speculative builder. 

“To take a few instances of the 
way in which competitors failed to 
visualise the mode of life of the 
prospective tenants, many designs 
had back doors facing one another 
across an open common drive-way, 
with no possibility of screening 
dustbins or washing; and there 
were frequent cases of bedrooms 
looking into one another at very 
short range. The ground-floor 
water-closet, even in the design 
placed second—and in numerous 
other cases—had its window 
immediately beside the front door; 
and there were a number of designs 
in excellent taste which the 
promoters would have had the 
utmost difficulty in selling, owing 
to their extreme austerity. 

** After most careful consideration 
from the point of view of both the 
architect and the builder, we make 
the following awards :— 

*‘ First premium of £75 to the 
author of the design numbered 139. 

** Second premium of £50 to the 
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author of the design numbered 64. 

‘‘Third premium of £25 to the 
author of the design numbered 169. 

** No. 139 [Mr. K. Hart]: This is 
an extremely simple scheme which, 
while it should make an appeal 
to the general public, at the same 
time suffers nothing thereby in 
architectural quality. Its author 
is one of the very few who made 
the garages an integral part of the 
house without thereby spoiling the 
front elevation, thus making a 
really spacious first floor possible. 
One of the few faults in the plan is 
the curtailing of the dining recess 
by the insertion of a large fuel 
store. Fuel can be more economic- 
ally stored in an external bin. 

“The lay-out is unimaginative, 
and the promoters, if proceeding 
with the scheme, will require the 
competitor to design an additional 
type in which the garage is external 
to the house and can be omitted if 
desired. It is also-their opinion 
that, in spite of the aspect, a 
number of the houses should have 
a sitting-room looking towards the 
road.

Smith, A.R.I.B.A.]: Subject to the 
criticism of the position of the 
water-closet already mentioned, 
this is one of the best plans sub-

mitted. The elevations, both front 
and back, are simple and attrac- 
tive. The roof pitch is a little too 
flat for pantiles—a mistake which 
could easily be rectified. The 
kitchen is not too well planned and 
has the fault of the door facing 
that of the neighbouring house 
across a 10-ft. common drive. The 
garages, as placed, would be 
extremely difficult to get into, and 
impossible to get out of with any 
but the very smallest cars. Good 
points are the large amount of 
living-room accommodation, the 
very -neat, square hall and the 
excellent bedroom-plan. 


No. 169 [Mr. George A. Rose, 
F.R.I.B.A.]: This competitor has 
given the scheme more thought 
than any other. The grouping is 
admirable, but, from the point of 
view of selling the houses, the 
rather elaborate lay-out in front of 
them would be out of the question, 
and the promoters would probably 
find. themselves saddled with its 
upkeep. 

“The drawings are beautifully 
presented, and the plans, generally 
speaking, are good. The sitting- 
room accommodation, however, in 
some of the plans is very limited, 
and we question the wisdom of so 


many pairs of double doors, which 
would leave but little space for 
furniture in either of the sitting- 
rooms. 


“The elevations would doubtless 
attract purchasers, but would be 
very expensive to build. The 
garages are neatly arranged, and 
their omission in certain cases 
would not spoil the scheme. 


‘We should like to commend, 
amongst many other designs, those 
numbered 23, 57 and 59. The 
author of No. 57 was one of the few 
who designed a good group of 
four.”

ASSESSORS’ REPORT. __ 

THe award of the assessors in this com- 

tition (Messrs. G. Mackenzie Trench, 
0.B.E., F.R.LB.A., F.S.L, and 8. Rowland 
Pierce, F.R.I.B.A.) is given under Competi- 
tion News, page 576. 

In the course of their report to the Receiver 
for the Metropolitan Police District, the asses- 
sors state that “ thirty-eight sets of draw- 
ings were received. Though there were a 
few minor transgressions of the conditions, 
none of these was such as to justify disquali- 
fication. 

“The designs submitted were generally of 
a high-standard, and indicated that intensive 
consideration had been given by competitors 
to the many problems presented. 

‘The conditions were onerous as regards 
the accommodation to be provided in relation 
to the restrictions imposed by considerations 
of building lines, heights and angles. In par- 
ticular the provision of accommodation for 
16 to 20 cars, coupled with the necessity for 
reducing the noise therefrom to a minimum, 
rendered the problem extremely difficult, and 
the placing of the garage largely determined 
the lay-out of the building on the site. ; 

‘‘In placing design No. 27 [Messrs. Vine 
and Vine] first we would make the follow- 
ing detailed comments :— } 

“* (a) The scheme is planned on a straight- 
forward basis, with good grouping of the 
several units of Police activity. 

‘« (b) The garage for 17 cars is well arranged, 
all cars being readily accessible at one time. 


As the garage is entirely covered and faces . 


south, the cars should cause the least amount 
of disturbance to occupants of adjoining 
properties. : Pas 

‘““(c) The large internal lighting court, 
which extends to the second floor only, results 
in a plan with good natural lighting to all 
rooms, while it provides ample ventilation 
down to basement level. pea 

‘‘ (d) The arrangements for air raid precau- 
tions are comprehensive and efficient. 

‘‘(e) Attention is drawn to the use of the 
public space of the general office as a circulat- 
ing corridor. . This may be undesirable in 
certain circumstances. 

‘ (f) The telephone room might with advan- 
tage be nearer the general office, and would 
be better removed from street traffic noises. 


‘“‘(g) The long access corridors to the cells 
require reconsideration, 


‘“ (h) The service to the constables’ canteen 
is capable of improvement, as also is the posi- 
tion of the inspectors’ canteen. 


‘“(j) The front elevation is suitable having 
regard to the character of the building and 
of Marylebone-road, while the rear and end 
elevations are equally appropriate. 

“(k) With reasonable regard to economy, 
the sum stated by the author (£78,656) should 
prove adequate for the erection of the pro- 
pesed building. 

“Design No. 28 [Sir John Burnet, Tait & 
Lorne] shows an interesting plan, but it is not 
80 satisfactory as that placed first; in addi- 
tion, it is greatly in excess of the latter in 
both cubic content and cost. The elevation 
1s dignified and suitable. 

“Design No. 29 [Messrs. Farquharson and 
McMorran] is cast in a more severely academic 
mould than either Nos. 27 or 28, which, having 
regard to the position of the site, is permis- 
sible. It is, however, not so compact or work- 
able a plan as No, 27, nor does the design 
build up as a mass from all points of view.”’ 


Winners’ Report. 

Following are points from the winners’ 
Teport :— 

_Generally,—The authors of the design have 
given the following points their careful con- 
sideration :— 

1, Bearing in mind the varying functions 
of the building and the considerable number 
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of people likely to use it at frequent intervals, 
simple and direct circulations should be main- 
tained on all floors. 

2. Having special regard to the lateral and 
vertical restrictions occasioned -by the condi- 
tions of site cover and the angles of light 
respectively, it would seem desirable that the 
permissible area of such site cover should 
include at least that portion which would 
allow of maximum vertical development, in 
the form of a major plan unit. 

.5. In view of the restricted depth of the site, 
it would appear that the requirement of a police 
yard of maximum dimensions in a_ position 
resulting in minimum noise to the neighbour- 
ing Crown properties would, of itself, be suf- 
ficient indication that such area should be 
merged into any court. required for the light- 
ing of the interior of the site. 

4. The symmetry of the restrictive light

would suggest that the building might be 
symmetrically disposed about the same axis. 
The embodiment of the above points in the 
design submitted herewith has given a plan 
arrangement of simple units. he adminis- 
trative block has been planned fronting on 
to Marylebone-road, with side wings housing 
police on the west, and special police reserves 
on the east, and general service and cell unit 
in the rear. In order to develop fully the 
restricted depth of the site the police yard 
and light court have been arranged as a single 
unit. By so doing a police yard of maximum 
dimensions has been obtained, serving both 
front and rear units at lower ground level. 
Particular attention has been paid to the 
placing of the garage to permit of easy access 
and egress of any of the police cars. Direct 
circulation through the site has been main- 
tained, ingress being at the east by means of 
a ramp down to yard level (lower ground

floor), and egress by a similar ramp up at the 
western end to street level. Vertical circula- 
tions have been carefully placed. 

The married quarters have been placed on 
the two tuoi floors of the main block, 
affording the requisite privacy to this unit; in 
addition, the overhead protection to the funda- 
mental accommodation below is increased 
accordingly. 

Deep and narrow offices have been avoided, 
and good lighting and ventilation afforded to 
all parts of the building. Careful considera- 
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tion has been given to the Emergency Pre- 
cautions (A.R.P.) Section of the scheme. By 
arranging this as a single unit in the base- 
ment direct circulations have been maintained 
whereby no contaminated officer would come 
in contact with a decontaminated person, the 
shower unit forming a definite segregation 
between “ foul ’”’ and “‘ clean ’’ portions. 

The ‘“‘ foul’’ entry has been arranged off 
the yard at lower ground level. Ample air 
locks have been provided at all points of 
ingress and egress. ‘‘ Foul’’ clothing exit 
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has been provided immediately off the un- 
dressing room, delivering on to the yard at 
the same level as the contammated entry. 
The ‘‘clean’’ exit from the personne! 
cleansing centre has been planned at the 
street level, and as far removed as possibl< 
from, and at a higher level than, the “foul ” 
entry. 

Easy circulation has been afforded from the 
clean side of the cleansing centre to the funda- 
mental accommodation above, viz., genera! 
inquiry office, telephone room, six offices for 
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general district and divisional use, and muster 
room. 


Construction and Materials. 

The details of the construction of the pro- 
posed new building would follow the accepted 
and most modern practice relating to these 
types of structures. The building generally 
would be steel framed with solid reinforced 
concrete floors and roofs (5 in. minimum

thickness). The R. C. slab over gas equip- 
ment store in basement would have a 
minimum. thickness of 15 in. Stairs would 
follow generally the construction as for floors. 
All elevations would be faced with a silver 
grey hand-made, sand faced brick, finished 
with a flush joint rubbed with canvas. The 
elevation to Marylebone-road would have a 
plinth of Portland stone with shafts flanking 
the principal entrance, and copings and cills 
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where these occur in a similar material. The 
main entrance doorway and steps would be 
in Bluehill grey granite; that to the steps 
axed finished, and elsewhere eggshell polished. 

The windows generally would be of metii, 
and flat roofs would be covered with a layer of 
cork or other insulating material with two 
layers of asphalt.

T..2 Reinforced Concrete Regulations, 1915, 
a: i the By-laws for the Use of Reinforced 
is Concrete, 
A> plication of By-Laws Nos. 99 to 112. 
3y-LAw- No: 98 limits the application of 
by-laws Nos. 99 to 112 inclusive, “‘to the 
uve of reinforced concrete in a building 
w.erein the loads and stresses are trans- 
m tted through each storey to the founda- 
tions wholly by a skeleton framework of 
reinforced concrete or partly by a skeleton 
framework of reinforced concrete and 
portly by a party wall or party walls.” 
As in the case of the by-laws in respect 
oi steelwork, the door appears to be 
opened invitingly to the evasion of the 
by-laws indicated, by the simple ex- 
pedient of the inclusion in the structure 
of some part of a foreign nature and so 
rendering the building a composite struc- 
ture; but (again, as in the Steelwork by- 
laws), we find this avenue of escape 
effectually closed by by-law No. 113, 
which, if not entirely rescinding No. 98, 
brings the composite building under con- 
trol. In fact, by-laws Nos. 98 and 113 are 
respectively couched in precisely the same 
terms with reference to reinforced con- 
crete as are by-laws Nos. 67 and 91 with 
reference to steelwork; but with this ex- 
ception: whereas No. 91 requires the 
standards of stability and of the protection 
of steel from the action of fire in the case 


= 


of composite buildings, to be not inferior 


to those required in a wholly steel-frame 
building, by-law No. 113, in making the 
corresponding provision in the case of re- 
inforced concrete, confines the require- 
ment, to stability without reference to 
“the action of fire.” The reason for the 
difference is, of course, the fact that no 
fire-protection for the steel is required in 
the case of wholly skeleton framed rein- 
forced concrete construction beyond that 
which might be afforded by the concrete 
cover specified in by-law No. 97. 

The omission in the case of the by- 
laws relating to reinforced concrete, to 


the area of a pillar was restricted to that 
bounded by the inside of the hooping, 
whereas there is no such restriction in 
the new by-laws, but the whole area is 
available for the calculated resistance. 
Regarding by-laws Nos. 98 to 113 as an 
integral section of Part VI, we have an in- 
genious piece of by-law mechanism where- 
by a set of rules is laid down which, 
in their genera] form have the advantage 
of adherence to established precedent, 
but which would normally incur thereby 
the disadvantage of the exclusive rigidity 
of rules applicable only to buildings of 
the orthodox skeleton frame type. This 
disability is entirely removed, however, 
by what might be regarded as a proviso 
in by-law No. 118, whereby reinforced 


‘concrete may be regarded as a material 


and not (as in the detailed by-laws 
named) a system of construction. This is 
accomplished by: the simple expedient of 
making the construction subject to the 
District Surveyor’s being satisfied as 
its stability, the standard being that con- 
templated by the rules for the construc- 
tion of a skeleton-frame reinforced con- 
crete building. 


Permissible Stresses in Concrete. 

By-law No. 99 sets out in Tables IX and 

X the permissible stresses in “‘ ordinary ” 
concrete and ‘“‘ special” concrete. respec- 
tively. 
_ It- was forbidden in by-law No. 92 to 
employ for reinforced concrete a concrete 
inferior to that designated III, so that 
only concrete of grades Ia, Ila, IIIa, I, 
II and III are dealt with in the by-laws 
for reinforced concrete. 

Table VIII in by-law 60 gives maxima 
permissible pressures on the three grades 
I, II and III (if and when they should 
be employed for the construction of plain 
concrete walling), as 40 tons, 35 tons, and 
30 tons per square foot respectively. It 
will be seen, therefore, that when con- 
crete is reinforced, the by-laws recognise 
resistance to direct compression to be 
enhanced to the extent of some 25 to 30

Comparing the figures given for ordin- 
ary concrete in Table IX with the cor- 
responding figures in the Reinforced Con- 
crete Regulations (marked R.C.R. in the 
following ‘Table), and those of the 
D.S.1.R. Code (marked D.S.I.R. in the fol- 
lowing table), it will be seen the by-laws 
(marked B.L.) adopt the D.S.I.R. stresses 
throughout, which show an increase over 
those of the old Regulations except in the 
case of direct compression in the mixes 






designated in II and III. Qn the other 
band it is to be noticed that the by-laws 
do not adopt the varying values for the 
modular ratios; but adhere to the old 
general figure of “‘ M=15.” 

The Table X in by-law No. 99 relates to 
quality A concrete, for which still higher 
stresses are prescribed corresponding with 
those in the table for ‘“‘ High Grade Con- 
crete’ in the D.S.I.R. Code, but differing 
from the table in the Code by still retain- 
ing the modulus of elasticity at 15. 

Although the variation in the value 
given in the D.S.I.R. Code for the 
modular ratio is obviously a bid for 
greater consistency, the rejection of this 
requirement by the by-laws will doubt- 
lessly appeal to the engineer as simplify- 
ing his work in calculation. Provision 
is made for the determination of stresses 
for intermediate mixes on a proportional 
basis. 

The general tendency to higher stresses 
in the concrete is warranted by the in- 
creased strength of the cement now em- 
ployed, the increased knowledge and skill 
in the use of concrete, and the increased 
safeguards employed (particularly in the 
case of quality A concrete) to ensure that 
the increased knowledge and skill will be 
exercised. 

Having stipulated the limits of stresses 
which (subject to the requirement of by- 
law 110) may not be exceeded, there fol- 
lows a provision (evidently extracted 
from the D.S.I.R. Code) which forbids 
that the maximum bond stress so specified 
should be exceeded by more than a 
hundred per cent. where plain bar re- 
inforcement resists tension induced by 
bending. This is presumably intended to 
be taken as permissive rather than man- 
datory, and to mean that, notwithstand- 
ing the limitation of stresses specified, 
bond stresses may be exceeded in the 
case of plain bars employed in the cir- 
cumstances stated, subject to such 
stresses not exceeding twice those already 
given as maxima, 

Another proviso follows couched in pre- 
cisely similar form which plainly intends 
to confer a corresponding relaxation in 
favour of the punching shear in “ a foot- 
ing ’”’ in reinforced concrete; and simi- 
larly, there can be little doubt that the 
intention is again that the proviso is 
permissive. ;

AN ALL TIMBER HOUSING ESTATE 


‘**I have long been: convinced that timber 
ought to play a much bigger part in the solu- 
tion of Britain’s re-housin problem,”’ 
declared Sir Arnold Wilson, M.P., on Friday, 
August 12, when he cut the first sod of what 
is claimed to be the first privately erected all- 
timber housing estate in this country, at 
Perry Green, Much Hadham, Hertfordshire. 
It is the builder’s intention to erect on the 
estate timber houses of a number of different 
designs so that people desiring a timber house 
may inspect the houses on the estate and 
choose the type of design which most appeals 
to them. The builder is Mr. Cyril C. Chaper, 
of Chara-Monte, Nazeing-road, Broxbourne, 
and the agents for the estate, Messrs. Haward 
and Haward, of Broxbourne. 

The houses to be built will range in price 
from about £800 to £900. Although the plans 
for all the houses have not been decided on, 
it is provisionally arranged that each shall 
have a large living-room, kitchen, dining- 
room, reception hall, at least one large porch, 
a bathroom and three bedrooms. Construc- 
tion will be along the lines recommended by 
the Timber Development Association. The 

eneral framework of the houses will be of 
British Columbia pine, Western red cedar 
being used for the weatherboarding, and cedar 
shingles for the roofs.

XXIX.—PROGRESS UP TO MARCH 31, 
1938. 

By JAMES P. ORR, C.S.I., C.B.E. 
(Late Director of Housing to London County 
Council, 1919-21). 

Tue. progress of the Greater London 
housing campaign has been regularly 
followed in THe BurLperR since 1925 in a 
series of half-yearly reviews, the first of 
which gave figures as at April 1, 1924. 
The present review gives for Greater 
London (roughly the area within 15 miles 
of Charing Cross) figures as at April 1, 
1938, corresponding to those. recently 
published in the Minister of Health’s half- 
yearly review for the whole of England 
and Wales. Comments are offered on cer- 
tain facts which closely concern the 
interests of the poorer classes—a term 
here used to denote families who, in view 
of their poverty, cannot be expected to 
pay a rent of more than 12s. 6d. per week, 
including rates; and, in the same con- 


‘nection, a few comparative figures are 


given for Liverpool, Birmingham and 
Manchester. 

The position reached in the Greater 
London post-War housing campaign by 


March 31, 1938, is summarised below :—

The total output by all agencies in this 
second half of 1937-38 was lower than that 
of the second half of any other year since 
1932-33 and more than 20 per cent. below 
that of the second half of 1936-37. Whereas 
the output of England and Wales as a 
whole beat all previous half-years’ records, 
the output for Greater London was some 
9,500 houses short of its record—viz., 
39,216, in the half-year ending March, 1935. 

This 24 per cent. drop below the record 
is not, however, a matter of much con- 
cern from the point of view of the poorer 
classes, since it was made up of a drop 
of nearly 12,000 (35 per cent.) in private 
houses, which affects the poorer classes 
very little, and a rise of some 2,200 (60 
per cent.) in municipal houses, which 
must have brought great benefit to those 
classes. 


The total output in the 12 months to 
March 31, 1938—viz., 56,292 dwellings, was 
10 per cent. lower than the lowest for the 
previous four years. In round thousands 
of dwellings the annual output of the six 
years from 1932-33 has been 44, 62, 73, 64, 
68 and 56. The 56,292 new dwellings of 
1937-38 represent an average of 6.9 per 
thousand of population. The correspond- 
ing total output for England and Wales, 
304,997, works out to 7.63 per thousand. 
Private enterprise supplied no less than 
80 per cent. of the last six months’ out- 
put and 77 per cent. of the total post-War 
output in Greater London. The corre- 
sponding figures for England and Wales 
were 74 and 69 respectively. 

The output of municipal dwellings in 
the second half of 1937-38, 5,950, has been 
surpassed in only one of the earlier 





*Houses of rateable value above £35 are 
excluded, as they have.no material effect on the 
housing of the working classes in London. 
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second half-years—viz., by the 6,128 of the 
second half of 1936-37. Similarly, the 
municipal output of the whole year 
1937-38, 10,534, stands second only to the 
12,029 of 1936-37. The serious retrogression 
in London county’s half-yearly output, 
which fell from 4,020 to 3,431 and 2,172 
in the last three half-years, has been 
arrested, the output in the second half of 
1937-38 being 4,141, the best on record 
and nearly double that of the first half. 
Unfortunately, the new municipal 
dwellings are only one-fifth of the total 
output for the half-year; and the 4,141 of 
them which are in London county include 
2,898 which merely replace old dwellings 
marked down for demolition. The half- 
year’s operations have, therefore, added 
only 1,243 to the number of small muni- 
cipal dwellings in London county. This 
is a great improvement on the 589, 850 
and 562 of the three previous half-years; 
but the totai of all such additions since 
the overcrowding survey of 1935-36 is only 
3,244. Against this figure has to be set 
the reduction due to the demolition or 
closure of an unknown number of small 
dwellings in the ordinary course of 
redevelopment of private estates. The net 
addition is therefore absolutely trifling 
in comparison with London’s needs; 
which include the 23,780 new dwellings 
estimated by the L.C.C. as required for 
abatement of the statutory overcrowding 
disclosed by the survey in London. 


Progress in Slum Clearance Schemes. 

There has been, as anticipated in the 
last review, a big spurt in the rehousing 
of slum-dwellers. There were 3,135 fami- 
lies rehoused in clearance schemes in the 
last half-year—i.e., 1,082 more than in the 
previous half-year and considerably more 
than the 2,977 and 2,913 of the second 
halves of 1935-36 and 1936-37. The num- 
ber rehoused in London county—viz., 1,582 
by the L.C.C. and 1,316 by the borough 
councils, stands second to the record of 
3,454 rehoused in the half-year ending 
with September, 1936, and is nearly double 
the number rehoused in the first half of 
1937-38. 

During the last half-year 146 newly- 
declared areas, containing 4,186 dwellings, 
brought the total of declared areas up to 
1,486, containing 28,653 dwellings, of which 
55 per cent. are in L.C.C. estates and 
84 per cent. in London county. The num- 
ber of new areas was about the same as 
in the previous half-year; but the number 
of houses therein takes the record from 
the previous best—viz., 4,095 in the half- 
year to March, 1937. 

Actual progress in situ can best be 
judged by the increase in the number of 
dwellings demolished, from 15,237 at the 
beginning of the half-year to 17,834 at the 
end. Nearly 85 per cent. of these 17,834 
were in London county, including 54 per 


cent. in L.C.C. estates. Including indi- 
vidual houses demolished outside 
schemes, 20,878 dwellings had _ been 


demolished and 21,850 families rehoused 
in the 7} years,since the start of the anti- 
slum campaign, the difference of 972 repre- 
senting dwellings vacated, but not yet 
demolished. 

To their already large estates in London 
county the L.C.C. added in clearance 
schemes in the new half-year—to mention 
only the largest batches—118 dwellings in 
Hackney, 145 in Southwark, 168 in Step- 
ney, 174 in Camberwell and 651 in 
Lambeth.

Progress in Abatement of Overcrowding. 

There is not as yet much informatic, 
available as to the progress made in abs - 
ing the overcrowding disclosed by th: 
1935-36 survey. So far, 9,510 dwellings ha\ 
been. allocated for this purpose in the 
whole of England and Wales; includinz 
5,039 allocated in the last half-yee. 
Towards these numbers the L.C.C. con- 
tributed 2,414 and 984 respectively, all in 
London county: only five of the metro- 
politan borough councils and eight Outer 
London councils contributed any houses 
at all. The total to date for Greater Lon- 
don is 3,192, which is more than one-third 
of the total for the whole country. Of 
these, 2,788 are in London county, and 
1,500 (London county, 1,179) were com- 
pleted in the last half-year. These figures 
indicate that the campaign, though going 
too slowly, has latterly been gaining 
momentum, especially in Outer London. 

There is, as yet, no official compilation 
to show how many of the 70,953 families 
found overcrowded in London county at 
the 1935 survey have ceased to be over- 
crowded, or how many dwellings have 
become overcrowded since the survey; but 
relief from overcrowding comes about 
automatically by deaths and marriages 
and many other ways, and not only by 
rehousing in houses allocated for the over- 
crowding subsidy. For instance, the 
L.C.C. make much use of the thousands 
of ordinary annual vacancies in their vast 
estates to create series of transfers, in the 
course of any one of which several fami- 
lies may be relieved from overcrowding. 
This explains how they had by the end 
of last March rehoused 5,515 overcrowded 
families, although they had by then allo- 
cated only 2,414 dwellings for the over- 
crowding subsidy. There is, however, no 
record as to how many more of the 70,953 
overcrowded families escaped from over- 
crowding in the changes of private tenan- 
cies resulting from transfers among the 
5,515 rehoused. 

On the other hand, there is no knowing 
how many of the dwellings found free of 
overcrowding at the survey may have 
become overcrowded before the arrival of 
the appointed day at which overcrowding 
first becomes a punishable offence. Th: 
unsatisfactory feature of the campai: 
will not obtain much longer; for t! 
appointed day has now been fixed for t’ 
whole of Greater London. For the Ci

£ -ommendations for a Code of Practice for 
: 5 Construction of Reinforced Concrete 

Structures for the Storage of Liquids. 

THE following statement is issued by the 
-titution of Civil Engineers :— 

The Department of Scientific and Industrial 
~sgearch published in 1933 ‘‘ Recommenda- 
‘tons for a Code of Practice for the use of 
i cinforced Concrete in Buildings.” In the 
--eface to this Code of Practice it was stated 
--at it had been considered desirable ‘‘ to 
l'mit the scope of the present recommenda- 
tons to a code of practice for the use of 
reinforced concrete in buildings other than 
y-servoirs, tanks and structures designed for 
the storage of fluids.”’ 

The exclusion of structures for the storage 
of liquids from the D.S.I.R. Code gave rise 
to a demand amongst engineers for a supple- 
mentary or additional code dealing with these 
structures, and, after ascertaining that the 
Tepartment of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search did not propose to issue such a code, 
the Research Committee of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers set up a sub-committtee to 
make recommendations for a code dealing 
with liquid-retaining structures. The Institu- 
tions of Municipal and County Engineers, of 
Structural Engineers and of Water Engineers 
have co-operated by nominating representa- 
tives to the sub-committee, and acknowledg- 
ment is here made of their valuable assist- 
ance in this respect. , 

The first work of the sub-committee was to 
examine in detail the ‘‘ Report on Water- 
Retaining Concrete Structures’ issued by the 
Institution of Structural Engineers. They 
found this a valuable document, but it did 


| 


not in their opinion go so far or into such 


detail as was desirable in a code such as was 
envisaged by the Research Committee, and 
they therefore decided to make recommenda- 
tions on the lines of the D.S.I.R. Code. This 
course appeared particularly desirable, as the 
design of reinforced concrete structures for 
the storage of liquids differs from that of 
other reinforced concrete structures, chiefly in 
the additional attention and precautions 
which have to be provided to ensure imper- 
viousness and to avoid the development of 
cracks in the structures. : 

After referring to certain points in con- 
rection with imperviousness, cracking and 
corrosion, in the introduction, the Code com- 
mences by stating in Section 1 that in con- 
sidering structures for the storage of liquids, 
water has throughout been held in mind. 
The recommendations are, however, generally 
applicable to liquids and solutions which 
have no detrimental action on the concrete. 
No consideration has been given to the im- 
perviousness of watertight concrete to liquids 
of low viscosity and high penetrating power 
(e.g., petrol). Cases where chemical attack is 
pessible should receive special consideration. 

The recommendations are intended to apply 
tc all cases of normal design and construction. 
No attempt has been made to cover other 
tenes. Reinforced concrete aqueducts and 
o: \er structures for the conveyance of liquids 
h:-ve not received consideration. No general 
z-ies can be laid down which will be of 
u:iversal applicability, and the design of 
s uctures of special forms or in unusual cir- 
¢ stances must be left to the judgment of 
ti» engineer. Section 2 deals with materials, 
Ssstion 3 with design, and Section 4 with 
cc-struction. There are also a number of 
apvendices.

The Studentship is tenable for one year but 
is renewable every year for a term not exceed- 
ing five years. Other entrance scholarships 
are open to candidates for the various degree 
courses in the University, including those in 
architecture.

Soundproofing Floors. 

Srr,—I. am building a house as two flats, 
and wish to make the first floor-(which is of 
the usual joists and flooring) as soundproof 
as possible without going to the cost of a 
concrete floor. 

Your opinion as to the best means of doing 
this will be much appreciated BuILpER. 


ANSWER. 
Defective Roof Tiles. 
[ANswerR TO “‘ Reaper,’ Avucust 19.] 

Sir,—The tiles were made 40 years ago, 
and while these compare favourably with 
those of the present day, they were not so 
accurately classified then as now, with the 
result that batches of good tiles usually had 
some inferior ones included. Tiles of inferior 
quality cannot be expected to last more than 
40 years, while even the best tiles may become 
defective in certain places before this time, 
although the rest of the tiling may remain 
good. 

The exposure of the position has a great 
effect on porosity ; damp and rain may saturate 
them with water, and when exposed to tha 
winds and sun there is a certain therma 
stress, which in time causes small hairline 
cracks and finally porosity. If damp gets 
under them the perishing will be most on the 
underside. It is a defect of tiled roofs that 
parts may fail while the remainder is sound, 
and if many of the tiles are porous it would 
be advisable to retile the roof, if the tiles are 
in the condition stated. W. E. W.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Tuat the technical duties and responsibili- 
ties of the building surveyor were at least 
equal to those of any comparable technical 
officer in the public or Government service 
was a point stressed by Mr. George Pierce 
Clingan, F.LAS., A.M.IStruct.E., City 
Building Surveyor of Liverpool, in the course 
of his presidential address at the 17th annual 
general meeting of the Building Surveyors’ 
Association, held recently at Leeds. 


He said they must all be aware of the usual 
terms and conditions relating to technical 
appointments which appeared in the profes- 
sional journals from week to week, and they 
would also know that more often than not 
one of the conditions attaching to those par- 
ticular appointments was that candidates were 
required to hold the Certificate or Testamur 
of one or other of the professional organisa- 
tions; that where such conditions were im- 
posed the salaries were always substantially 
higher than those related to the office of 
building surveyor. Why this should be so 
he did not know, but he was bold enough to 
say that the highly technical duties and 
responsibilities of the building surveyor were 
at least equal to those of any comparable 
technical officer in the public or Government 
service, and if the person holding the appoint- 
ment was doing his job efficiently, then at 
least the conditions of service and salary 
should be equal. - ; 


The speaker went on to say that, having 
regard to the progress which had been made 
in their negotiations with the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects respecting the 
granting of representation on their Statutory 
Board of Examiners, he would like to see 
more members presenting themselves for the 
examination in relation to the office of build- 
ing surveyor under local authorities. There 
was no doubt that the R.I.B.A. Certificate, 
granted for passing that examination, was the 
hallmark of competence 


It was hardly necessary for him to stress 
that the position generally with regard to the 
revision, of building by-laws was far from 
satisfactory. They would remember that: in 
both the Memorandum to the Model By-laws 
and Circular 1688 the Minister of Health made 
it quite clear that unless special local reasons 
were adduced and proved, no variation from 
the model code (otherwise than by omission 
or selection from it) would be countenanced. 
lo the speaker’s mind, the use of such words 
carried with them a healthy endeavour to 
standardise building by-laws for the whole of 
the country, and that was a progressive step, 
but before it could be acconiplished he was 
of opinion that considerable amendment to 
the model code would have to be effected. 
Quite shortly, it meant that the Advisory 
Conimittee on model building by-laws, 
appointed by the Minister of Health, would 
have to be augmented by more representative 
members, and he suggested that those whose 
duty it was to administer the law of building 
from day to day were most eligible to sit 
upon such committee. 

If, as it was suggested, rigid application of 
the terms of the Memorandum to the model 
by-laws and Circular 1688 was to be insisted 
upon he was sure a considerable amount of 
really useful and valuable legislation regard- 
ing the control of building would disappear. 
It might be said that many rural districts 
had for too long a period failed to equip them- 
selves with building by-laws. Happily, such 
state of affairs was at an end, and it would 
seem to him that the acceptance of the model 
by-laws in toto. by rural district councils 
would be a really progressive step. On the 
other hand, he could not agree that it was 
going to be such a good thing for the more 
important urban districts or county boroughs. 

In conclusion, the speaker appealed to every 
member of the Association to'de his utmost to 
bring along at least one new member this year.

It is a work well known 
amongst both legal and lay persons as the 
most reliable authority on the subject it 
deals with. It is produced, as an expression 
of long experience, in a most practical and 
_usable form, giving the recent decisions in 
all important cases up to the present; and, 
further, in an addenda are to be found a 
number of very recent decisions which have 
been reported whilst this edition was in the 
hands of the printers; so that the author 
could not deal with them in the main text 
of the book. 

We cannot speak too highly of this great 
work. It has always been, and will always 
be, a reliable guide on a very intricate sub- 
ject—a subject which readers of The Builder 
must have constantly before them.

The second volume has now appeared of 
this useful register of the members of the 
leading institutes and societies concerned with 
the landed profession. The register also con- 
tains a considerable amount of miscellaneous 
information of interest to all those who have 
dealings with land, house and other property. 
The new volume contains several improve 
ments and sundry information has _ been 
added. The lists of members now also show 
the special certificate and diploma holders 
which is of particular interest to those 
desiring to employ specialists in such sub- 
jects as taxation and rating, tenant-right 
valuations, etc. The municipal figures have 
been augmented and a_ statistical section 
added. The correction and compilation 
necessary to bring this register up to date 
has evidently been exacting, and the resulting 
volume is excellently planned and easy of 
reference. 

The Complete Law of Housing. Third 
Edition. By H. A. Hu; B.A., of Gray’s 
Inn, Barrister-at-Law, assisted by A. W. 
NicHotts, M.A., B.Litt., of Gray’s Inn, 


Barrister-at-Law. Butterworth and Co. 
(Publishers), Ltd. Price 30s. net. : 
There is no doubt that the authors of 


“The Complete Law of Housing ’”’ appear to 
have succeeded in making the third edition 
of their book as complete as can be. A new 
edition was necessitated by the Housing Act, 
1936, coming into force on January 1, 1937. 
A very useful table has been included in the 
book, giving those Acts now repealed and the 
sections of the Act of 1936 which replace 
them. This is of incalculable value to a 
busy man, because it enables him to see at 
a glance those sections of the Acts of 1925, 
1930 and 1935 which are still in force. 
Amongst other things dealt with in this 
large book are Acts prior to 1936, Statutory 
Rules and Orders, Circulars and Memoranda 
of the Ministry of Health, Model By-laws. 
and the Compulsory Purchase of Land and 
Compensation. Generally, the method of deal- 
ing with the Acts is by annotation; a method, 
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perhaps, too often adopted by lawyers, 
but which does not always appeal to those 
of other callings. We particularly appreciate 
the Introduction, which is brimming over 
with useful information for everyone inter- 
ested in housing, and we confidently recom- 
mend the book as the standard work on the 
subject. 


The London Buildings Acts, 1930 and 1935. 
Supplement with By-laws. By Brrnarp 
Dicksez, F.R.I.B.A. Edward Stanford, 
Ltd. Price 12s. 6d. 

The author’s book on the London Building 
Act, 1930, is the book to which, since its 
publication, both legal and lay persons have 
always turned when confronted with legal 
problems arising within the Metropolis and 
falling within the scope of this Act, since it 
sets forth and explains the main principles of 
the law relating to the construction of build- 
ings, etc., in the London area. 

As the author rightly points out, a supple- 
ment to the sixth edition of his work has 
been rendered necessary by the passing into 
law of the London Building Act (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1935, and the putting into force 
by the London County Council of the by-laws 
under that Act. 

The supplement goes very far indeed in 
Sringing the book up to date. Further, it 
includes, amongst other things, and as stated 
in the preface, ‘‘ portions of other Acts that 
have a bearing on the construction of build- 
ings’; and on looking at the text, these 
‘‘nortions ’’ originate from the Housing Act, 
1936; Education Act, 1921; London County 
Council (General Powers) Act, 1933; Restric- 
tion of Ribbon Development Act, 1935; 
Public Health (London) Act, 1936; and the 
Factories Act, 1937. Also, there is added to 
the supplement a digest of recent cases on 
the London Building Act, 1930, a very small 
digest, it is true, but, nevertheless, very use- 
ful. There have been other important deci- 
sions which might well have been included 
to make it still more complete. 

This supplement is developed on the same 
lines as the author’s major work, to which it 
is an essential companion volume. 


Knight’s Annotated Model By-laws. Ninth 
Edition. By C. Rotanp Woops, M.B.E., 
of Gray’s Inn, Barrister-at-Law. London : 
Chas. Knight and Co., Ltd. Price 35s. 
Knight’s annotated Model By-laws is a 

work known to everyone whose business or 

interest lies with the local government of this 
country, whether as an official or as a member 
of a local authority. 

The ninth edition follows lines similar to 
those of its predecessors as to the method of 
production and illustration; but in all other 
respects great changes are noticed, and much 
actually new matter is dealt with. This was 
necessitated by the consolidating Public 
Health Act, 1936, which came into force on 
October 1, 1937. By Section 61 of that Act. 
every local authority may (and if required 
by the Minister of Health must) make _by- 
laws as to buildings and sanitation. This 
work, which includes at least twelve of the 
more important series of model by-laws issued 
by the Ministry for the guidance of local 
authorities preparing their by-laws, deals 
very fully with the most important one of 
them, viz., that relating to buildings and 
sanitation. Experience of the application of 
the predecessors of this model has called for 
and resulted in frequent revision in the past ; 
now the author has enunciated it with great 
clarity. 

Other matters dealt with in the new 
edition are—New Streets, Removal of House 
Refuse, Nuisances, Common Lodging Houses, 
Baths, Wash-houses, Bathing Places, Mortu- 
aries, Offensive Trades, Tents, Nursing 
Homes, Smoke Abatement, Parking Places, 
Sanitary Conveniences, etc. The whole book 
is teeming with information, and both the 
author and the publishers are to be congratu- 
lated on the production of it. We foresee for 
it great success. It will have an assured 
place in the library of everyone whose work 
or interest includes its subject-matter.

Work is proceeding or is just about to be ng 
on 45 of London Transport’s stations, in c-n- 
nection with the London Passenger Trans; >t 
Board’s £40,000,000 programme. A contr-c 
amounting to £120,000 has just been sig: ed 
for the lengthening of 13 additional platfo:-ns 
on the Bakerloo Line, making 30 platform: in 
all to be lengthened on this line. “he 
modernisation of Baker-street Station is w:ll 
advanced, The new station will have ac ii. 
tional escalators, new subways and tic -et 
halls. A working shaft has been sunk at 
Elephant and Castle Station, which will be 
reconstructed to enable a 90-second peak tre in 
service to be operated as a result of the pro- 
jection of the Bakerloo Line to Stanmore. )n 
the Central Line 28 station platforms are 
being lengthened. The new St. Paul’s Station 
will be in service in December and will be 
completed in March next, 

Good progress is reported at Sloane-square, 
where the station will be modernised and 
escalators installed. This will be the first 
District Railway station to have escalators 
from the platforms direct to the street. 


The complicated reconstruction of Aldgate 
East is approaching completion. Apart from 
the construction of a new station at Aldgate 
East, the south curve of the District Line 
between Aldgate and Mark-lane is being 
lengthened. 

Other stations at which important works 
are in hand include Highgate, from which the 
tube is being extended; Notting Hill Gate, 
where the construction of a joint station with 
escalators has been begun. King’s Cross, 
where the Metropolitan station is being built 
on a new site; and Liverpool-street, where 
the new tube extension is being linked with 
the existing Central Line. Drawings are 
being prepared for the reconstruction of 
Liverpool-street Station. At High-street, 
Kensington, the ticket office is being enlarged 
and the platforms are being improved. At 
Mile End the new tube lines will be brought 
to sub-surface level and placed at the same 
level on either side of the existing Mile End 
Station on the Metropolitan and District Rail- 
At the same time a new sub-surface 


way. 
ticket hall is being constructed. On the 
Northern Line noise-reducing screens are 


being erected in the tunnels. 

Reconstruction of Harrow-on-the-Hill 
Station has begun, and contractors have com- 
menced the earthworks necessary to the 
doubling of the line between Harrow and 
Rickmansworth.

TIMBER RESEARCH 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FOREST. 
PRODUCTS RESEARCH BOARD. 

THE. revolutionary introduction of- new 
materials in recent years has altered the 
whole outlook of the timber industry. New 
uses have had to be found for wood and, 
roper 
treatment, it has had to be made to fulfil its 
former duties more effectively. A complete 
understanding of its nature and behaviour is 
necessary before it can be used to the best 
advantage. 

It was for this purpose that the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory was founded 
at Princes Risborough by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. The 
usefulness to Industry of the Laboratory, a 
usefulness which increases yearly, is brought 
out in the Report of the Forest Products 
Research Board for the year 1937, which has 
just been issued by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research (H.M. 
Stationery Office : price 2s. net), 

No less than 522 inquiries on seasoning and 
bending problems alone were dealt with 
during the course of the year, of which 
nearly 90 per cent. were from trade sources 
asking for advice and assistance on the equip- 
ment for drying timber and the methods 
employed. he experiments, which were 
carried out as a result of these inquiries, 
show a wide variety. 
- The Report provides an account by the 
Director of Research, Mr. W. A. Robertson, 
of the research work in progress or completed 
during the year. Reference is made to the 
success of the Summer School held at the 
Laboratory, now an annual event, which is 
attended is 
engaged in the timber trade and in industries 
using timber. The School has proved so 
popular that last year it was necessary, on 
account of limitation of accommodation, to 
refuse 25 per cent. of the applications 
received. 

The Laboratory is in close touch with the

Seasoning of Timber. 

The amount of moisture in timber, the 
method of controlling this and of measuring 
it accounted for a considerable amount of the 
research carried out. ‘Special attention to 
seasoning is necessary for timber which is 
to be used for interior woodwork in centrally 
heated buildings, and it is a well-known fact 
that house joinery is considerably affected by 
the shrinkage of joists and other woodwork, 
all of which must be correctly seasoned to 
give satisfactory results. eee 

Tn co-operation with H.M. Office of Works, 
an investigation was carried out to discover 
the moisture content conditions in the new 
Sheriff Court at Edinburgh and, at the 
request of the National Gallery authorities, 
tests were made to ascertain the ‘average 
moisture content condition of timber in’ the 
gallery and the seasonal variations which 
occur during the year. It was found that the 
average amount of moisture was 114 per cent. 
and that it fluctuated within the limits of 
, per cent. either way. In view of the par- 
ticular functions of this building these figures 
are of considerable. interest. The investiga- 
tion indicates the desirability of carrying out

~ ‘The fundamental: research: work on season- 
ing requires to be read, as it can be in the 
report, to be appreciated, and for the’ results 
to be understood and applied. One or two 
points, of more general interest, may be 
mentioned. For example, it has been known 
for some time that timbers such as oak and 
beech can be darkened by steaming at 212 
deg. F. As it is not always practicable to 
employ so high a temperature, experiments 
have been conducted to discover the effect of 
steaming at lower temperatures. The results 
with beech have proved very satisfactory, 
steaming at 176 deg. F. producing the same 
effect in 48 hours as it does in 24 hours at 
212 deg. F. The report adds that: ‘‘ For 
oak the additional time required is so great 
as to make the process uneconomical, and. 


‘ this wood should therefore be steamed at 


212 deg. F. to give the desired result.”’ 

A method of testing the moisture-resisting 

ualities ‘of paints on wood has_ been 

eveloped, and consists of exposing pairs of 
matched panels of beech to standard humidity 
changes. One of the panels is painted and 
the other is left uncoated, and the efficiency 
of the coating is assessed by comparing the 
moisture content changes in the treated and 
untreated panels. With gloss-oil paint. the 
efficiencies for seven, fourteen and twenty- 
eight day periods were found to be 85, 75 
and 60 per cent. with one coat,.and 95, 92 and 
86 per ‘cent. with two applications. Other 
kinds of paint were also tested. 

The Laboratory has developed an improved 
type. of seasoning kiln which should be of 
great benefit to the industry. The question 
of the materials which could be suitably 
employed had an important bearing on the 
design. It was found, for example, accord- 
ing to the report, that bituminous paint is 
excellent for the brickwork and for much of 
the metal work, but that it flakes rapidly 
when applied to the heating pipes. For the 
latter purpose, the greatest success has been 
obtained by using an undercoat of aluminium 
paint and following this with a paraffin- 
soluble anti-rust composition. 


Woodworking and Bending. 

The manipulation of wood and the tools 
required for shaping it have been given a 
good deal of attention, and the results, given 
in the report, should be of use to joiners 
and others. During the research on the 
bending properties'.of wood some forty 
different — of Empire-grown timbers 
were tested, and of these only a very few 
possessed reasonably good bemiiag properties 
and ‘none was as good as some of-the home- 
grown species, such as beech and ash. 

. From: full-scale bending tests on home- 
grown ash it appears that fast grown, com- 
paratively light material of about five annual 
rings per inch, taken from the butt end of a 
tree, was in general the most suitable for 
bending. A moderately high temperature 
drying treatment was found to be detrimental 
in that it both discoloured the wood and 
impaired its general bending properties, 
rendering it more difficult to bend and more 
prone to fail in compression. Trees grown 
on badly-drained soil had bending qualities 
inferior to those grown on well-drained soil. 
The report points out that it is not generally 
realised that most woods can be bent across 
the grain as readily as, and in most cases 
even more readily than, along the grain. 


Death - watch Beetle and 
Churches. 

For some time now a war has been waged 
on the death-watch beetle and the other 
insects injurious to wood. During the year 
under review much valuable new information 
has come to light. An investigation into the 
reputed freedom from attack the death- 
watch beetle of churches using incense does 
nothing to confirm the belief. . ; 

The tests consisted of exposing

the beetles in a closed vessel to fumes of far

greater concentration than would be encoun- 
tered in practice; the beetles were not killed, 
nor were they prevented from laying eggs. 
On the other hand, eggs submitted to such 
treatment did not hatch and, of those laid on 
samples previously exposed to incense fumes; 
the percentage hatching was less than of 
those laid on untreated wood. 

The biological, entomological and chemical 
studies in connection with this beetle, com- 
menced some years ago, are. being vigorously 
pursued with a view to determining the part 
played by fungal decay and the moisture 
content of the timber. The results have an 
important bearing on the occurrence of the 
beetle in buildings and offer a partial ex- 
planation of the cessation of attack in 
structural timbers before their complete 
disintegration has been brought about by the 
feeding of the larve. 

Another insect to which considerable atten- 
tion has been given is the Lyctus powder- 
post beetle. The main line of research here 
has been to investigate methods by which the 
timber can be depleted of its starch and 
thereby render it immune from attack. Work 
on wood-destroying and staining fungi, and 
in particular dry-rot, has brought out much 
information, and it is of 
interest to note’that use has been made of 
the cinematograph camera in these and other 
researches. 


Light Reflection from Wood. 
Much of the work of the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory is of interest only to the 





expert, the timber — or dealer, the © 


architect, and the builder, although there is 
a little here and there which concerns the 
layman directly. ; 

The increasing use of wood as a décoration 
for the walls of rooms lends interest to the 
study of the reflection of light from wood 
surfaces. The correct placing of the wood 
in relation to the. direction of the illumina- 
tion is essential if the best results are to be 
obtained. 5 

When a hand plane is used to smooth wood 
it exposes not. only the surface left by the 
tracks of the plane-iron, but also the backs 
of those wood cells which have been cut open. 
These cells act like concave mirrors and will 
reflect the light quite. differently from the 
rest of the surface. 

The decorative value of wood panels 
depends partly on colour, partly on ‘* finish,” 
and patie on the “‘ figure”’ of the grain. 
The prominent figure on oak, for example, 
which appears on the radially cut surface, is 
due to the presence of ray cells which lie ab 
right angles to the general direction of the 
grain. It naturally follows that a wood sur- 
face will differ in appearance, depending upon 
the surrounding illumination. _ 

It is interesting to note that in a panelled 
room the grain of the panels is. usually 
vertical, which is the orientation giving max1- 
mum general illumination in a room lit by 
windows in the walls. If the grain were 
horizontal or if the illumination came from 
the ceiling, the walls would appear darker 
except at particular points. hen a trans- 
parent polish is used to fill the-grain, the 
reflected light becomes more concentrated in 
one direction, and from other angles of view 
the wood appears darker in tone even when 
illuminated across the grain. — 


Plywoods and Veneers. 


; 

Great strides have been made. in recent 
years in the more economical use of wood 
products, including compressed and impreg- 
nated’ woods, and combinations. of w 
veneers with metal, asbestos, fabric, and 
bakelite. 

The Forest Products Research Laboratory 
has been surveying the subject, and contacts 
have been wate with the firms interested in 
their manufacture-and use in order to deter- 
mine the problems encountered and the 
research necessary for their solution. Re- 
search has already begun from which we may 
expect important developments of these new 
materials with which we shall become more 
familiar as the years go on.

Figures for july. 

_ Empiorment.—According to the current 
issue of the ‘‘ Ministry of Labour Gazette,” 
employment showed a further decline during 
July, but remained fair on the whole. Com- 

ared with a year ago, there was an increase 
in the numbers unemployed among all classes 
of workers. Among the various occupations 
a marked increase in the number unemployed 
occurred in the painting and decorating sec- 
tion, in which employment was moderate. It 
was moderate also with slaters and tilers, 
while with other classes of skilled operatives 
it continued fair; there was, however, a high 
proportion of unemployment among navvies 
and general labourers and certain other occu- 
pations. At July 18, 142,420 insured persons 
were unemployed (including 5,396 who were 
temporarily stopped), a percentage of 13.8. 
This was 1.2 per cent. worse than for the 
month before, and 3 per cent. worse than the 
figure a year ago. 

Burtpinc Pians Approvep.—Returns as to 
the estimated cost of buildings for which 
plans were approved during July have been 
received from 140 local authorities (represent- 
ing towns with a population of 17,329,000 in 
The returns show that in July, 1938, 
plans were passed for buildings with an esti- 
mated cost of £9,163,600, compared with

San Francisco’s Great Carillon, ; 

At Messrs. Gillett and Johnston’s Bell 
Foundry, Croydon, on Monday, August 22, 
was given a demonstration of the great 
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carillon of 44 bells which in about three 
weeks’ time will be shipped for installation 
in the 400-ft. tower of the Sun of the Golden 
Gate International Exhibition (1939) on 
Treasure Island. The Exhibition is to be 
opened in February next, and at its close the 
carillon will be moved to its final destination, 
Grace Cathedral, San Francisco. 

The total weight of the 44 bells themselves 
1s over 18 tons, and together with the frame, 
fittings and gear, the complete installation 
will weigh in all 34 tons. The whole carillon 
is to be played by remote control from an 
ivory keyboard at the organ console; when 
it is erected finally at Grace Cathedral. 

The bells are due to be fixed at the Exhibi- 
tion in November.

whose brother is organist at Grace Cathedral, 
San Francisco, and will be called upon to 
play the carillon.

house equipment; a clock with four 14-ft. dials 
for Imperial Airways’ new terminal building 
at Victoria, S.W.1; and work for the Air 
Ministry and Admiralty.
